Elisha and Frank 
Hawpbries married two of the Raines sisters, 
while the third sister, Miss Carrie, lived with 
Elisha. All were fairly well to do, owning 
their farms and enjoying good credit. 

Frank’s wife was older than he, sickly, and 
therefore not very companionable.

GOSSIP AND INCIDENTS OF THE

Inquiring About the Injured Race 
ey Ss Weate Evidence About the Death 
of “Dewdrop”—Breaking the Sabbath — 
Shadow Dances at Lowdown Dens. 
scxsssiinaeetinaiiiaittinasiat 

New York, September 18.—[Spocial.]— 
Henry Bergh would like to know what killed 
Dwyer Brothers’ Dewdrop. Further than 
that he would like to find out what caased 
Lady Woodford to break down, and what 
brought Winfred to the point of death; and if 
anybody knows one or all of these things, and 
will go before a justice and tell him about it, 
Mr. Bergh will be more highly pleased than he 
can easily express. He has been out of town 
during most of the summer and on his return 
he takes up again an active interest in the 
affairs of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, a work he never wholly 
abandons, even in vacation time. To your 
correspondent, who called his attention to the 
calamities of the famous Brooklyn stable, 
Mr. Bergh said: “The evils of 
the race course are among the most dif- 
ficult things we contend against. As a form 
of amusement it is so strongly intrenched in 
the popular minb that it is not easy to reach. 
It seems to be the last stronghold of prejudice 
that we must subdue; the last to yield to pub- 
lic opinion, or rather, the last about which 
public opinion can be changed. The best we 
can dois to watch the races sharply and be 
content if now and then we prevent “some ex- 
ceptional cruelty, or make some slight im. 
provements inthe conditions of the course, 
As to specific ceses, I must see just what has 
been done recently. 

Mr. Bergh thereupon stamped thrice upon 
the floor, not imperiously, but altogether def- 
erentially, and hard'y had the gentle quake 
caused by the third stamp died away when a 
man in handsome uniform appeared at the 
door from the room below. It was the super- 
intendent of the society, the chief of the staff 
of agents. 2 

“Mr, Superintendent,” said Mr, Bergh, 
“what is this about the Brooklyn race horses? 
Have we looked after those inthe Dwyers’ 
stables?” 

“Yes, sir,” replied the officer; ‘“‘we have had 
a man atthe track at almost every race this 
summer, and I myself have tried to investi- 
gate the cases of disease and death in Dwyer 
Brothers’ stables; but it’s the old story. We 
cannot secure evidence. We wanted to make 
a=post mortem examination of Dewdrop’s 
body, butthe owners would not permitit. We 
can do nothing further in spite of the fact that 
it eeems morrally certain that the animal was 
rede to ceath, as Lady Woodford was rode off 
the course.” 

“There weuld be no question of securing a 
conviction,” added Mr. Bergh, ‘if we could 
getevidence. Itis necessary to prove to the 
judicial, legal mind, that the horse was over- 
worked. The question arises at once—what 
constitutes overwork? Where is the line to be 
drawn, and bow are we to prove that it was 
not some other natural cause that brought 
about the collapse of the animal’s powers? We 
have been through this so many times that it 
has become nearly hopeless to try it again. 
We keep sharp watch, and the superintendent 
can tell you whether we «cc mplish anything.’ 

“Why, yee, ocva-ionilly,” said the superin- 
tendent, ‘‘At Cedarhurst, for instance, there 
were some exceedingly high jumps for the 
races, and not only horses but men were in- 
jured from timetotime. We presented our 
views ofthe matter to the management and 
persuaded them to reduce the height of the 
hurdles. Then there wagthe case of Horse- 
man Daly. He was intending to ridean ani- 
mal with asore back at Jerome park. We 
learned of the case and prevented the occur- 
rence,” 

“You see we do something,” continued Mr. 
Bergh, ‘‘and if it were in any way possible we 
should proceed against such people as the 
Dwyers. But we must move cautiously. So 
strong is the popular prejudice in favor of 
horse racing that any attempt against the 
sport itself would simply result in the down- 
fall of this society and the complete collapse 
of its work. Public sentiment has to be ele- 
vated a long way before horse racing can be 
supprested, or any movement looking to such 
a-consummation be thought of. Our work is 
It might seem as if the 
mighty popular sentiment at our back, 
theflaws on our statute books, our relentless 
prosecution of offenders and numerous con- 
victions obtained would at last bring a>out a 
general cessation of cruel treatment of ani- 
mals; butitis notso. Every day we have the 
mort distressing casos to deal with, and this 
work ot relief is so important and valuable 
that what we can do ought not to be endan- 
gered by attempting the impossible, as the 
suppression of horse racing at this day would 
be. A crusade with this in view would be di<- 
astrous; but individual cases of ill treatment 
we shall certainly look after wherever they 
occur, and whenever evidence can be 
obtained it will be used. But there 
is the great difficulty—the same we meet 
in attending to cases in the interests~o 
draught horses. How much is a proper load? 
What constitutes an over load? Who shall say 
until the horse breaks down, drops dead in 
the street, or falls under the burden and 
fractures a limb? Who shall say thata horse 
is over driven on thetrack untilhe breaks a 
neck, or dies on the very course itself? And 
yet, the general situation is not so bad as it 
used to be; when we began our work no state 
bad any statutes drawn in favor of any phys- 
ical interests of animals; now twenty-nioe 
states in this country have made more or Jess 
provision in the laws for furthering the ob- 
jects of this society. No, it will be long be- 
fore we can make a direct attack upon horse 
raising.” 


SHADOW DANCES. 


How Fast Young Men and Women Spend the 
Sabbath, 

NEW YORK, September 17.—[Special.]—A 
particularly oflensive sort of Sabbath breaking 
is to be oflicially investigated tomorrow, or in 
the small hours of tonight, by the agents of 
the Rev. Dr. Crosby’s morality society. Shadow 
dances have become popular on Saturday 
nights at the gaudy dance halls. As thoy 
rarely begin before 2 o'clock on Sanday morn: 
ing, when all good citizens, including the po 
lice, are supposed to be asleep, they are at- 
tended largely by young women and men 
whose occupations earlier in the day have put 
them in a condition to entirely disregard for- 
malities, They domuch drinking during the 
evening, and so whén midnight is passed they 
are possessed of a reckless merriment. Their 
partners in the shadow dances are shameless 
loafers who kill the earlier part of 
the night by roping in for the 
gambling houses, buncoing strangers in town, 
or lounging around liquor saloons. The 
ehadow aonce at the infamous Brighton will 
bear best description. The dancing floor ex- 
tended back eixty feet and was about forty 
wide. Tables at which four persons might sit 
ranged along either side, und at them sat girls 
and women who did not care to dance just 
then,or who hadn’t partners, There were 
also a hundred male visitors who had stepped 
in toeee the show. These the girls at the 
tables made friends with at once, and drank 
and emokcd cigarettes at their expense, The 
floor manager, a squally built fellow, young, 
with cold gray eyes, blew a whistle when the 
time arrived for the dancing to be. 
gin. Two sets, like those of the 
ordinary quadrille, were formed and 
the band, which was perched on a platform in 
the front of the hall, began to play ordinary 
quaérille music, At this moment the elec. 
trical jights were put out, and the two calci- 
ums—one in a corner in the rear of the hai! 
and the other in the front of the room ina 
corner diagonal to it— were let blaze, rotlec. 
tions throwing the illumination on the dane 
ers, Who were then moving slowly. Near 
each reflector stood a man having framas in 
which were transparent sheets of isiaglags, 
colored red, blue, green, yellow, purple and 
¢ark brown, like that used in theatrical spec 
tacles, were placed in front of the lights at in- 
tervals, turning the dancers red, b!ue or green, 
as might be. 

In the early part of the performance the 
forwarding, bowing and retreating were inter- 


and were carried around without an effort of 
their own. As the music grew faster and more 
lively, all reseemblance to the respectable and 
dignified quardrille was lost. The ordinary 
dancing steps were increased in length and 
height, and as the dancers darted hither aad 
thither, now crimson, now orange, now green, 
dresses became scarfs, and high kicking made 
the scene, The music grew wilder and faster, 
and the girls and men on the floor seemed to 
forget everything but the moment, All sense of 
propriety was gone and overy movement was 
reckless. They threw themselves in each oth- 
er’s arms, and raced up and down the floor. 
Then they kicked higher than before. When 
the orgies had reached their height the frames 
with the dark brown isinglass were put before 
the lights and the dancers could hardly be 
seen, The next instant the electric lights 
blazed out again, —€ the performers 
with a pretense of accident in compromising 
attitudes. The men dragged their half faint- 
ing partners to seats, and the shadow dance 
was over. Thatisthe exhibition, duplicased 
of Jate ina score of resorts, which is to besum- 
marily stopped.

THE ABOLITIONISTS. 


The Anti-Slavery Soctety’s Care of Johan 
Brown’s Grave, 

New York, September 18.—([Special.]—The 
oid Avti Slavery society, of this city, has a fow 
members left, and one oftheir cares is to pre- 
serve green the memories of noted abolition- 
ists. They are now a little agitated over a re- 
port that the grave of John Brown, at Elba, N. 
Y., is made a catchpenny show. The complaint 
is made by a number of this season’s visitors to 
the Adirondack region, in the edge of which 
the John Brown farm lies, and to which spot 
ardent survivors of the abolition period make 
pilgrimages occasionally. The charge is sub- 
stentiated b ex-Congressman Martin I, 
Townsend, of Troy, the Rev. George W. Brown, 
of Albany, the Rev. J. Sawyer, 
of this city and sevéral others, of whom the 
society bas obtained written accounts of visits 
tothe tomb. They all agree as tothe main 
facts. The grave is elose by, but notin a rural 
churchyard and within five rods of the farm- 
house. At the head isa stone, not large enough 
to be called a monument, in the common ac- 
ceptation of the word, but engraven with the 
inecription: “John Brown, born May 9, 1800; 
was executed at Charleston, Va., December 2, 
1859.” Atthe foot of the grave is an immense 
granite boulder, lying in the place which it 
has occupied for centuries, and on this is cut: 
‘Jobn Brown, murdered for his adherence to 
the cause of freedom,”’ Tourists see this rude 
monument, but the other stone is hidden by a 
heavy wooden box, padlocked fast and 
completely covering the marble block. 
Curiosity to see the inside is, of 
course aroused, and inquiry is usually made at 
the house, where descendants of John Browa 
live. There the explanation is made that ow- 
ing to the vandalism of people who chipped 
off pieces of the stone, it has been necessary 
to protect it. Can if be shown? Well, the 
key seems to be lost,and can only be found 
afterahunt. A little girl at length acts as 
guide. She unlocks the cover and removes it.

EFFECT OF THE EARTHQUAKE, 


New York Apartment Houses Affected by 
the Great Shake. 

NEw YorK, September 17.—[Special.]—It is 
estimated that the Charleston earthquake 
did a hundred thousand dollars’ worth of 
damage in New York city. Apartment houses 
here are commonly rented yearly from the 
first of October. The present month is the 
busy one in that branch of the real estate bus 
iness. The immense flat houses are of great 
hight the one built last before the recent 
passage of a state law restricting the altitude of 
residences beingtwo hundred feet from side: 
walk tocoinice. Heretofore the upper stories 
bave been considered about as desirable as the 
others, because of their better light, ventilation 
and outlook. Elevators annibilated stairway 
climbing. But the earthquake has scared 
tenants, and especiallythe women. They read 
the scientists’ theories that the South Carolina 
destruction of buildings was caused by a slide 
of the ground seaward, and they know that the 
tremor was felt all along the Atlantic coast 
clear to this cily. Therefore, why may not an 
earthquake jolt down houses here? If go, 
where would the dwellers at a height of one or 
two hundred feet come out? The real estate 
agents report that the feeling of uneasiness has 
seriously affected the rental of flats, many 
being left empty with no probability of being 
taken except at reduced prices.

In'midsummer, 1882, Johnson county, I—., 

was startled by a terrible tragedy, which, in 
cal newspaper phrase, “shook the country 
ficm center to cireamferduce.” Both victim 
and supposed murderer belonged to families of 
wealth and prominence, whose naines were in- 
terwoven with the history ef the state from 
the earliest pioneer days. 
+ Robort Vanclure, the murdered man, was the 
only son of Mrs: Anna Vanclare, a widow; re« 
siding at “The Oaks,” near Monmouth, the 
largest town in the county, He wasa young 
man of great promise, a general favorite, and 
idolized by his mother and two sisters: The 
scene of the tragedy wasa one story cottage on 
aportion of the estate some miles from “The 
Oaks.” It had been erected for the purpose of 
furnishing shelter to any of the harvest 
hands who might be working in that vicinity. 
Later it had been used by young Vanclureas a 
sort of suuggery, where he was in the ‘habit 
of passing much ot his time during the sam- 
mer months, At the time of the tragedy har. 
vest had nof yet commenced, Two men only 
were employed on the place. On the particu- 
lar day young Vanclure had ridden over early 
and passed the morning in directing their 
work, About noon he went to the cottage. 
That was the last time he was seen alive. 

Two hours later one of the hands went to 
the cottage to inquire about some work. A few 
minutes after his companien heard loud cries 
from the house,and saw his partner running 
toward the field. Seeing something was amiss, 
the other staited for the house, to be met when 
part way by thecry, “Vanclure’s killed!” Both 
men hurried to the cottage. In the dining 
rcom everything was in its place and the sun 
streaming in brightly through a dormer win- 
dow in the low south gable. Opening out of 
this wasa bedroom. On entering this they 
found the body of their young master, half 
lying, kneeling. Above the right cheekbone 
wes a bullet wound, from which a thin stream 
of blood trickled down. 

They raised the body and laid it carefally on 
the bed, and then hastened to give the alarm. 
lt was noticed by the two men that the body 
was still warm when found, showing that the 
fatal shot had been fired not long before. In 
the course of two hours the sheriff and coroner 
arrived from Narvin, the county-seat, which 
was only a few miies away in the opposite di- 
rection from Monmouth. The news of the 
tragedy traveled fast, and the law officers were 
accompanied by a score or more of citizens. A 
jury was impaneled. and the formality of an 
inquest gone through with at once. The theory 
of suicide was very generally dismissed as im- 
probable, both from lack of cause and of weap- 
op, a8 the most careful aud systematic search 
failed to show any trace of a weapon with 
which the wound that caused Vanclure’s death 
could have been inflicted except a twenty-two 
caliber sporting rifle, which hung on its hooks 
in theliving-room. This,on examination, was 
found to have been recently discharged, the 
empty shell of the cartridge remaining. The 
breech of the rifle -was quite warm, but this 
was accounted for by the piece lying full in the 
glare of the sun as it came in through the win- 
dow. At the inqnest James Jackson, the farm 
hand who had first discovered the body, testi- 
fied that on approaching the house he had noted 
an unusual stillness, Entering the living-room 
he saw no signs of Vanclure. Nor did a hasty 
glance in the bedroom disclose more. It was 
only when he went to the door and looked in 
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that he discovered the body in the posture 
first stated, Hethen ran out and called his 
companion. Thelatter corroborated Jackson’s 
statement as to finding the body,and its position. 
The deathof Vanclure was shown to have been 
occasimed by a ball of twenty-two caliber, 
which had taken a diagona' and upward course, 
penetrating the brain and causing instant 
death. A clear case of murder, bat by whom? 
The jury left this forthe sheriff and his depu- 
ties to answer, and contented themselves with 
drawing up the customary verdict in cases of 
that kind. Asthey weredoing this aman rode 
up and took the sheriff to one side. The con- 
ference lasted but a moment, and theu the jury 
was recalled; and Tim Blaisdell swora, 
Biaisdell was# farmer residing a short dis- 
tance below the farm on which the cottage was 
situated. His testimony was to the effect that 
when passing the cottege on his way to Narvin, 
between 12 and 1 o’clock, he heard loud talk- 
ing in the cottage. As he rode by the door he 
caw Vanclure walking back and forth, appa- 
rently in a great rage. Back in the room was 
another perzon, whom Blaisdell could not see 
‘lainly. Outside the fence, however, a horse 
was hitched, which he reco_nizei as Will Car- 
rolton’s riding mare Mina, The eilect of this 
testimony was peculiar, The faces of those 
present looked as if the owners had passed 
through adus‘-room. Carrolton was the insep- 
arable companion of the murdered man and a 
prime favorite al] over the county. Thestory 
seemed incredible. “Go tell that to the old 
women,” growled a big-fisted farmer as the 
facts began to press heavily upon the startled 
listeners. “I packed that boy on my back long 
before be could teddle, and long afcer it, for 
tbat matter, and he isn’t tre chaptodonosuch 
piece of ,work.” A murmur of sympathy 
went round the circle, only to be interrapted 
by the harsh voice of the foreman of the jury 
as he read the verdict: ‘We find Robert Van- 
clure came to his death from a shot fired by 
William Carrolton.” The sheriff, after making 
arrangements for sending the *body to “The 
Oaks,” started with his deputies for Carrol- 
ton’s home, which was two miles beyond Mon- 
mouth. Carrolton had lost both his parents 
when quite young, and had been brought up 
in the pleasant old rambling mansion on Chest- 
nut hill by an aunt, who still contiaued to act 
a8 his housekeeper. The boys had been play- 
mates in youth, schoolmates later, went 
through college together, graduated with equal 
honors,and then returned, each to take the 
management of his estate, which together 
made a good third of thecounty. Not the leas; 
symptom of rivalry in anything was ever dis- 
cerned between them until Jackson Hefford lo- 
cated in Monmouth, where he opened a small 
bank. Hewas accompanied by a wife and one 
daughter, Anna. The refined beauty and bright 
intelligence of the latter set a score of hearts 
beating, but all other competitors withdrew 
when it was wun ilerstood that Carrolton ani 
Vanclure had entered the race. The running 
from this on, to use a racing phrase, seemed 
neck and neck. If Miss Hetford had any pre- 
ference it was not allowed to exhibit itself. 
W bat seemed the strangest thing of all .was 
the not only apparent but real good fellowship 
which marked the iutercouse of the two suit- 
o18s. The race was clearly te be straight run- 
ning, with no unfair advantages around the 
turns. This had lasted a year, and here was 
the end, r 

by night Will Carolton was lodged in the 
ccunty jail and every store in Narvin had be- 
come a club room, where the tragedy was dis- 
cusscd pro and con. 

Here my connection with the case com- 
menced, I bad been acquainted with both 
youbg men ever since my arrival in the county 
five years before. Carrolton especially was a 

great favorite. His sturdy honesty, firmness 
of character, and reliability had incline¢ me 
more toward bim than the mercurial Vanclure. 

I had been busy all day preparing cases for 
the circuit court of the county, which was to 
convene within two weeks. The first intima- 
tion I received of the tragedy was brought by 
a deputy sheriff, who said Carrolton wished to 
see mein jail. I was greatiyshocked, Leav- 
ipg a brief note to my clerk, 1 followed the 
messenger, who hurriedly gave me the meager 
details, eo far as known, as we wére crossing 
the court yard. 

I found Carrolton pacing the floor of the cell 
with long steady strides, “Did you ever hear 
euch an absurd charge, Thornton?’ was his 
giecting as I entered the apartment, 

I muttered something in reply, and dropped 
into a chair to pull myself together. Will seat- 
ed himself on the swinging bunk and waited 
quietly for me tospeak, When at length I 
found my voice I did not hesitate to tell him 
that, absurd as the charge seemed, it was no 
laughing matter, as the circumstantial evidence 
wes remarkably strong. His face sobered as I 
proceeded, and into it crept a look of resolve 
as when a man sees his danger and determines

“Asenredly Ido; though as I hope to meet 
my sainted mother in heaven, Thornton, Il am 
guiltless of Robert's death. How can anyone 
make so cruel a charge? All know who know us 
that 1 would have given my life for him if aec- 
estary, as he would as certainly have given his 
for me.” 

“Why were you out there today’ 

“You remember Bob wished to buy that sor- 
re] gelding Dick, Mina’s half bro‘her, but I did 

ot wish tosellhim. When, however, | found 

ow mdch Bob had set his heart on the horse I 
changed my mind. I had a few hours to spare 
this morning, and I thonght I wou!d ride over 
and tell him of my decision, At “The Oaks’ 
they told me he was at the cottage, so I rode 
over there. He came from the field as I rode 
up. We walked into the house together, and I 
made known my errand. You know how quick 
he was to appreciate any kindness, and | 
thought he would overwhelm me with thanks. 
Nothing would do but I must rest awhile be- 
fore riding back. We sat there smoking for 
possibly half an hour, discussing farm matters, 
and then I came away.” 

“What was that loud talking Blaisdell heard 
as he was passing?’ 

“Loud talking?’ 

Veg,” 

“Did Blaisdell hear loud talking?” 

“He says he did, and saw Robert pacing the 
fioor, evidently in a terrible rage.”’ 

“I cannot tell you.” 

I looked up, surprised. Was he deceiving 
me? “Carrolton,” I said, sternly, ‘you under- 
stand, if Iam t) defend you,]I must do so with 
my eyesopen. There must be no secrets be- 
tween us.” 

“But that was a private matter, which should 
not be paraded before the public.” 

I made no reply to this, trusting to the young 
man’s eound sense to show him the importance 
of giving me his entire confidence. Atlength 
he said, with an effort, as if still doubtfal: “It 
was about Anna.”’ 

“Miss Hefford?” 

“Yes. When Miss Hefford first came to 
Monmouth,” he continued slowly, “Bob and I 
fell victims, with others, to her chams. We 
were both bard struck, and both were aware of 
the other's feeling. I’rom boyhood to manhood 
we had grown up together with less than the 
usual quarrels botweon brothers. I determined, 
thovgh I felt it to be a life-and-death struggle 
with us both, that even Anna Hefford’s sweet 
face should not come between us. Oae day I 
took Bobinto my study and we made asolemn 
compact that come what might there shou'd be 
none of that jealousy between us which so often 
makes this wor’d 2 hell, This compact was 
sacredly kept on both sides, A few cvenings 
ago lI asked Anna to be my wife. To my grout 
joy she consented. The engagement was rati- 
fied by her father add mother, but was not yet 
announced. Then If learned that a day ortwo 
before Bob had asked the same question, My 
heart acked for him, Lut what couldI do. W& 
had not met tincé theo until today. Daring 
our conversation he broke out with the story of 
h‘s refusel Then, much as it painod me, I had 
to tell him of my success, The poor fellow 
broke completely down. For a few minutes he 
raved up and down the room like a madman. 
Then he seemed to remember what he was 
doing, quieted down, and asked my pardon in 
that winning way of his, and gave me his con- 
gratulations, which I knew came from the 
heart. Soon after I left; Bob accompanied me 
to the gate. AsI rode away hesaid he thought 
he would goin and lie down for a while, The 
last I saw of him wasstanding in the doorway 
waving his hand as I turned the bend. That, 
Thornton, is the whole truth. Of whatoccur- 
red at the cottage later I have no knowledge. 
Who killed him I can tell no more than you. 
If there was any chance for accident I should 
say it was that, asI don’t believe there isa 
maninthe county who would raise a hand 
against Robert,and I am sure he did not com- 
mit suicide.”’ 

The more I pondered the story when again 
in my office, the more it impressed me with its 
truth; but how could I bring a jury to my 

en, again, who did kill Vanclure? The pre- 
liminary examination was waived, and Car- 
rolton was held without bail. Freed from the 
confusion attending the preliminary steps, I 
began the preparation of a defense. But the 
more I went over the ground the more discour- 
aging did the case appear. The chain of cir- 
cumstances was so perfect that the attempt to 
break itseemed hopeless. In sact, so clear did 
the case seem against Carrolton that many of 
his warmest friends advised his pleading guilty 
and throwing himself on the mercy of the 
c urt. Outside of Wi'l’s family, his betrothe(, 
and myself, [donot think a half-dozen persons 
in the county believed him innocent. 

But a week now intervened before the court 
was to open, and not a ray of light had as yet 
penetrated the gioom in which I delved night 
and day. In sheer desperation I mounted my 
horse and rode overto the cottags. I had made 
the same trip a number of times before and 
returned empty handed. The day was one of 
these scorching midsummer vissitations, and I 
Was Dot sorry when, having tied my horse in 
the shed, I satin the cool living-room of the 
cottage recovering from my hot rids. As Isat 
there the thought flashed across my mind that 
the day much resembled that on which the 
tragedy occurred. 

1 again went over the incidents of the allged 
murder, scanning the room up and down, 
lengthwise and breadthwise, in the vain hope 
that the sympathetic wooden walls would 
whisper some word that would save an inno- 
cent man from punishment for a crime which 
he bad not committed. Over and over again 
I endeavored to formulate some theory on 
which a defense could be based, That the 
motive was not money was shown by the fact 
that young Vanclure’s watch and money had 
been found undisturbed, In sheer nervousness 
I arose and began pacing up and down the 
room until, tired out, I threw myself down in 
an easy chair. How clearly I recalled Van's 
love for comfortable lounging seats, a charac- 
teristic for which his southern blood was partly 
accountable, AsI sat there, my hands behind 
my head; my attention was attracted to a spot 
between the hooks where the little sporting- 
rifle used to hang. I say used to hang, as it 
bad been taken in charge by the sherifl, 80 
there was nothing now but bare wall. About 
wheré the breech of the gun would have 
come I noticed a spot where the wall seemed 
charred and blackened. Iaroseand went over 
to examine it, Somewhat to my surprise I 
fuund the mark bore the appearance of having 
been burned, The paper was charred and the 
plaster beneath was baked to a stony firmness, 
As I stood there a shaft of sunlight came 
creeping along the wall, Looking up I saw it 
came from the dormer window. I noticed it 
was op a line with the burned place. As I 
gozed the thought flashed across my mind that 
postibly this ray was responsible for thecharred 
paper. Resolving to test my belief at once, I 
tore a sheet of paper from a memorandom 
bock in my pocket and pinned it over the spot 
avd returned to my seat to await the result. 
With an intensity of feeling hardly to be de- 
scribed I watched that bright spot of light. 
Gradually it crept up to the edge of the paper, 
then full upon it, Eagerly I laxed forward. 
Was I mistaken? No. As I looked a black 
spot the size of a pin-head showed in the ome 
ter, growing rapidly larger.

from which the fatal shot was fired, and waited 
impatiently for the tim@'toarrive when I could - 
test my theety. In order to divert suspicion 
I started somewhat eéarlier than usual, and left 
word that I had gone out for a day’s hunting. 
Arriving at the cottage | placed the rife in pos- 
ition, and then two ofthe most weari- 
some hours that ever fell to the lot of mortal. 
Fortunately there wa; no one about the place 
to I was undisturbed.

The hour hed, and with it came the 
glittering ray of light to which all my hopes 
were pinned, At first it spread the size of the 
window overthe wall.

At length it reached the 
point where the full intensity of the ray was 
focused an the breech of the gun.

Was! to 
be disappointed? Already the shaft of sunlight 
was passing over, and I had begun to feel the 
pangs of the damned whenthere came a sharp 
report, and almost the same instanta spat as 
ofa bullet stiiting against aboard. I had suc- 
ceeded. No need to tell methat. I hurried 
into the bed room, wherefon the bed I had placed 
a board on the spot where Vanclure’s heai must 
have lain. There, buried devp ‘m the board 
was the bullet. Oa the oaken doo-jamb was 
the same scratch commingling with the first. 
There was now nothing to be done but wait. 

I did not dare tel] Carrolton all I had dis- 

covered, but I told him enough to put new life 
in bis veins and fire his sou! with fresh hope, 
Which wasalso communicated to his fiauced 
and relatives. 
_ Buoyed up with hope, the few days interven- 
ing before the opening of the court passed 
quickly. As it bad been announced that Car- 
rolten would be tr.ed at this term, the town 
was filled with peopls fromall over the county. 
When the call of the calendar was being made, 
I rose and asked that the case ofthe state 
against William Carrolton for murder be taken 
up at once, before turning.to the civil cal- 
endar. The court was willing provided the 
district attorney was ready to proceed with the 
case. That official signified his complete read- 
iness, and the case wa; accordingly set for the 
next morning. 

Long before the hour for opening the court 
had arrived the court-room was packed witha 
sweltering nawofhumanity, drawn thither by 
feelings of the liveliest curiosity. Nearly 
every one in the court-room had known one or 
both of the principalsin “the cottage tragedy,” 
a8 it was generally known. On many a weath- 
er beaten face could be traced feelings of the 
deepest sympathy as Carrolton, accompanied 
by the burly .sheriff, walked up the aisleand 
teok hisseatinsidethe bar. Theopening forms 
were gone through and the information against 
the pi oner was being read. 

“To this information do‘ you plead guilty or 
not guilty?” 

“Not guilty.” 

The answer created a visibe sensation 
throughout the room. In some unaccountable 
way a rumor had been given curreut circa- 
lation that Carrolton would plead guilty at 
once and take his sentence, 

Bx: fore the stir caused by the brief announce- 
ment had died away [ wason my feet. In as 
few words as possible I stated to the court that 
our defense would be that the killing of Robert 
Vanclure, on the 24th of June, had been acci- 
dental, and brought about by agencies entirely 
beyond human range. In conclusion I asked 
that the court adjourn at 12 o'clock to the cot- 
tage in which the tragedy occurred, where | 
would prove the truth of my assertions, 

So odd a request met with considerable ob- 
jection, but I carried my point. The impanel- 
ing of the jury was completed, and soon after 
12 a motley procession started on’ the rosd to 
the cottage. headed by his honor Jadge Went- 
worth, and closed by the most heterogenous 
assortment of vehicles that ever graced the 
train of a court of justice, for the news of the 
novel proposition. had been rapidly noised 
through the county-seat and fully oae-half of 
the population of the town was to be found in 
jthe procession: I had asked the sheriff to see 
that the rifle from which the fatal shot had 
been fired be cleaned and loaded with along 
twenty-two cartridge, which was the same a3 
that which contained the fatal bullet. For- 
tunately for my plans the day continued clear 
and the sun poured downa heat which, but 
for the sweeping elms that shaded the road, 
would gave made traveling an irksome task. 
As it was, none were sorry when the place 
was reached. No one was allowed inside the 
cottage but the court and jury with the dis- 
trict attorney, sheriff, and prisoner. This, 
however, did not prevent every window and 
doorway being usurped by as many wide-eyed 
spectators as could crowd bc tween the jambs. 

1 had provided a figure, which had been sent 
on before us in charge ofadeputy sheriff. This 
was now disposed on the bed in the position 
which | aSsumed Vanclure had taken. The 
rifle was placed on the hooks in the position in 
which it was found on the day of the shooting. 
Then J explained to his honor and the jury my 
theory of the killing. As I proceeded with the 
result of my former experiment, the expression 
of incredulity which each face bad assumed at 
first gave way to one of quickened curiosity, 
and ail further operations were watched with 
a scrutiny that augured well for the completce 
ness of my victory. Ofthat 1 had no doubt. 
From the time the shaft of sunlight cams creep- 
ing iu until the close | felt assure of the result 
as | did of myexistence. Carrolton had never 
before been made acquainted with the details 
of my theory, and ou his face hope and anxiety 
struggled for mastery. Butaside from the 
gradually increasing pallor he mad» no sign. 
[t was now nearing? o'clock, Againthe broad 
golden band of suntight came pouring in from 
the window. Slowly it approached the rifle 
lyingthere onthe hooks. As it neared this 
point a smaller spot. gradually increassing 
in brilliancy, began to show itself as before. 
Now it was gliding up the barrel, until it stop- 
ped fullonthe breech. To have said a pin 
could baye been beard to drop would be giving 
a very faint idea of the stillness which prevailed 
for those-few precious moments, not only in- 
side but outside the cottage. At length. as 
before, the bright burning spot tegan to pass 
off. A sneer of contempt was curling the cor- 
ner of the district attorney’s mouth when crack 
went the rifle. A rush was made at once for 
the bedroom, court, jury, and sheriff, in their 
astonishment, joining inthe race. There on 
the face of the figure, in identically the same 
spot of Vanclure’s wound, was the imprint of 
the bullet, An examination of the door 
showed the ball to have been deflected in ac- 
cordance with my prediction. When the re- 
sult was made known tothe crowd outside a 
cheer went up that was heard nearly to Narvin. 
Then a break was made fur the door, and for 
the next balf hour Will was kept busy answer- 
ing congratulations of the heartiness of which 
he'could make no question. The return was 
a triumphant procession. Carrolton sat in the 
carr age like onestunned. It was not until the 
outskirts of the town were reached that he be- 
gan to emerge from his dim somnambulistic 
State. 

When our party reached the bead of the 
stair leading inte the court-room the sheriff 
teok Carrolton by the arm and pushed bim in- 
to the office of the district attorney adjoining. 
As the door opened | caught a glimpse of a fig. 
ure in Mhite, heard a seft cry of joy as a pa'r 
of round armscrept about Will's neck, and 
then the door closed. Further proceedings 
were merely perfunctory, anda few minutes 
later Will Carrolton was a froe mau, relieved 
from all legal or moral taint of the death of 
Robert Vanclure, and there ended my connec? 
ion with one of the most reuarkable cases 1 
ever met with.

Unlike in Georgia, to be the gubernatorial nomi- 
nee of the republican party in Tennessee is to be- 
come the leader of a mighty element,on which 
ereat bopes can be built, and in the strength of 
which loftier aspirations are founded. It is true, 
such a nominee labors under the disadvantage of 
attacking a (iuctuating democratic majority; but 
when, outofa poll of about 200,000 votes, the last 
democratic nominee received only 7,000 more 
votes than his repnblican opponent, the odds ap- 
pear less significant than in comparison with the 
democratic majority of 35,000 for supreme court 
judge in the election of last August. 

At any rate the republican conyention of the 


stete formuleted its platform at its session a 
month £20 in Nashville, and 
with erent enthusiasm called the 


Hon. Alfred A. Taylor, of Washington county, to 
lead its forces in the gubernatorial contest. Ac- 
ceptance followed and in a few days the nominee 
ppened the campaign at Jonesboro. This was be- 
fore the democratic convention met. 

THE DEMOCRATIC LEADER, 

When the republican convention was in session 
at Nashville, it was observed that the more prom- 
inent of the leaders of the East Tennessee republi- 
cans were urgent in their demands that Alf Tay- 
lor be made the nominee for governor. For this 
two reasons ares asserted, the one, that it wasin 
furtherance of apet scheme which will be unfold- 
ed in the progress of our story, and the other, as 
expressed in the convention by Dick Austin, a 
well known Lieutenant of Boss Houk,|‘‘because his 
nomiuation will prevent that by the democrats, 
oftheman whomwe Can least afford to battle

But the action of the republicans failed in its 
desired effect with the democrats, for notwith- 
siandiug the factthat his brother Alf had been 


chosen, the Hon. Robert Ll. Taylor was 
overwhelmingly made the chcice of the 
democratic convention in Nashville. His accep. 


tance was at once received and the contest be- 
tween the brothers was pegnn. 

Of the rominations of the two, neither had 
Soughtthem., AJf was rather opposed to entering 
the race, prefering that another selection be made 
But once in he entered the fight with determina- 
tion and an expreased certainty of success. Bob’s 
nomination was more the result of spontaniety 
than intrigue. He made no canvass whatever 
and did not even leave his post as pension gcom- 
missioner in Knoxville, when the convention 
which nominated hsm was in session. He was es- 
sentially the candidate of the young democracy, 
preseutcc by East Tennessee, and backed by the 
younger element of the party. 

The Oint Canvass between the two opened a lit 
tle Over @ week ago in Madisonville, in the pres- 
@nce of the largest gathering ever assembled in 
thatthrifty mountain township. The two broth- 
ers were in good trim and in the best of spirits, 
The whole state watched the toneof the first dis- 
Cussion with deep interest, and before the echoes 
Of the first volley hed ceased the news was 
Beshed to; every section of Tennessee {that 
jor the first time in its history the 
flale was lo enjoy @ campaign from which was to 
be eliminated every vestige of acrimonious con- 
trover:y. Without even a conference Bob an4 Alf 
bad s ecided and in the outset each announced 
(hei au insult 16 ene would be resented by the 
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other, The novel Gampaign was soon the com. 
ment of every household in the state. It had 
transcended the bounds of usual political contest? 
It not only called forth the most earnest efforts of 
the politicians of both sides but at the same time 
appealed to the warm hearts of every fireside in 
the state, 

From the lesson of filial devotion mothers drew 
& moral for their children, and those who never 
before interested themselves in the dull school of 
politics turned with eagerness to the prety con- 
test of the brothers, as hand in hand, they waged 
their warfare of love fin the mountain boroughs 
and the townships of the valleys of Tennessee. 

A WAR OF THE ROSES, 

In his first speech Rob, in referring to the pecul- 

iar situation, said: 


“The tender bond of brotherhood is neither seve 
ered or abraded by our differences of ey in 
lities, nor can the discussion of polittesl ques- 
ions disturb the delicate relations, The red rose 
and the white rose bloom together and shed their 


odors upon the rame age ar and gently 
struggling for supremacy, glorify the twilight 
hours, y brother represents today the 


rose 

and I represent the white. Our political histories 

vary in this—that in my boyhood I was trans- 

planted by tender and loving hands into the sweet 

ardens of pure democracy; while he, like the 

ast rose Of summer,’ in the desert of republi- 
Canism, was left blooming alone.” 


From that day each side was known by its color, 
red or white. Every gathering that greeted them 
was conspicuous for its brilliant insignia of red or 
its silvery badges or flaunting banners of white. 

Yesterday as the train bearing thetwo candidates 
passed a way station I noticed standing on the 
platform a beautiful maiden whose face was light- 
ed with bappy smiles. From her crest of fiaxen 
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hair the feathers of an immaculate aigrette were 
fanned by the gentle breezes which swept down 
the mountain. The train stopped a moment and 


P Bob Taylor was soon on the platform, mingling 


with his followers who had called himout. Ap- 
pearances indicated that the station was strongly 
democratic, for Bob had the crowd. Alf held his 
seat and looked with interest on the scene without. 
When Bob reached the young lady with the white 
feathers she laughingly pointed to the badge of 
her democracy and said: 

‘You see, I’m a while rose.”’ 

“Anda lovely one you are, too,”’ 
sponse of the gallant candidate. 

Returning to the car, Bob resumed his seat by 
the side of Alf, and the two, surrounded by 
friends, were soon engaged in pleasant conversa- 
tion in which politics did not enter. 

Their arrival in Tullahoma was celebrated pretty 
much asbad other towns: An immense crowd 
wearing the red and the white, met the brothers 
with clamorous demonstration, and for the jfirs, 
time in the progress of the joint discussion they were 
escorted to different hotels. ‘‘I don’t like this,’ 
said Bob, as he settled himself in his quarters 
“The other way wasthe best,and we had both much 
rather be together. Then Alf's throat isin a bad 
fix and I could help him.”’ 

For the past few days Alf’s voice has given him 
considerable trouble, through his exertion in 
epeaking. Bob’s has held out much better, in 
deed being now stronger than in the beginning of 
the campaign. 

THE TWO BROTHERS, 

Of the two candidates Bob is probably the most 
prepossessing in appearance, though the merry 
twinkle of Alf’s eye and the jolly make-up of his 
chubby little figure gives him an air of in 
terest and importance which soon asserts it 
self inacrowd. Bob is a magnificent specimen of 
physical manhood, being about six feet in height 
and weighing probably two hundred pounds, Alf 
probably weighs as much, but is of much shorter 
stature, being fat and squatty. Both are good 
speakers and each warms thoroughly up in discus- 
sion. Alf confines his speeches more strictly to 
argument than does Bob, who illustrates llberally 
with anecdote. The latter is considered the more 
eloquent, his sentences being well rounded and 
rolled out with apparently but little effort. Alf 
argues as if he was trying to demonstrate some- 
thing which his hearers did not but ought to know, 
while Bob has a I-know-all-about-it sort of way 
which carries with it conviction to those who are 
willing to accept his self evident conclusions, In 
other words, Bob talks to a crowd like every man 
in it agreed with him, while Alf speaks as if every 
one was against him. ‘The styles of the two are 
very dissimilar, but both are very interestiag, and 
always entertain a crowd. 

A NOTABLE ANCESTRY. 

The two bovs are the descendants of one of the 
oldest Tennessee families, being the sons of Colo- 
nel Nathanie]) G. Taylor, their mother being a 
sister of the celebrated confederate orator, Laudon 
C. Hayne. Their great grandfather came to Ten- 
nessee froin Rockbridge county, Virginia, and was 
one ofa family ofmine boys, one of whom was a 
grandfather of President Zachary Taylor. Their 
national great grandiather was Laudon Carter, 
for whom Carter county was named, and for whose 
wife the county seat, Elizabethton, Was called. 
Their ancestry iseven dated further back than 
this—to the time when Settie Laudon left her 
English home and settled with the colonists of 
Virginia, marrying a Carter, from which union 
sprang this branch of the Carter family. 

Thefather ofthe boys has always been a strong 
republican, as has almost allofthe family, Prior 
tothe war the whole family was exceedingly 
strong in ite union sentiment, Colonel Nat Taylor 

THE FATIUER OF BOB AND ALF, 
being ore of the foremost unionists of Tennessee. 
He wasa famous whig, and led that party in his 
district, the first, against Andrew Johnson, the 
idol of the democrats. The district was then dem- 
ocratic, but intensely union, but through his re- 
markablie magnetism Colonel Taylor received the 
democratic majority in 1555, and was elected to 
congress. Hic was afterwards defeated by Andrew 
Johnson, who marshalled the democratic hosts 
and regained their lost ground. When the seces- 
sion clouds of '57 and ‘60 began to gather, Colonel 
Nal, Taylor became most active in the cause of 
the union. He foretold the impending trouble and 
warned his people against it from the hus- 
tings. The first state issue was made in the re- 
markable presidential Campaign of 59. Three elec- 
tora) tickets were placed in the field in Tennessee, 
Lincoln and Hamlin running no ticket. Colonel 
Kat Taylor stumped the state for the Bell and Ev- 
erett ticket, against Judge John L. Hopkins, now 
of Atlanta, who advocated Breckenridge and 
lane, and supported United States Senator 
W.C. Whitthorne, who was earnest in his espousal 
of the cause led by Douglass and Johnson, 
In this celebrated campaign in which 
Colonel Taylor achieyed national distinc 
tion in his eloyuent plea for “Bell, Everett 
the union and the constitution,'’ the state of Ten- 
nessee chose Be!) and Everett electors by a majority 
of nearly 60,00. Colonel Taylor again spoke 
throvehout East Tennessee in 1961 on the sulais 
* ' 
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sion of the question of secession to the people, and 
although he carried East Tennessee by a majority 
Of 30,000 sgainst secession, middle and west Ten- 
nessee went for it by 650,000. Duriug the war he 
went north as the representative of the East Ten- 
netse Relief association, and raised $210,000 for the 
relief of the destitute, suffering and impoverished 
unionists of East Tennessee. Alf accompanied 
him inthis undertaking, and though not 
yet in his seventeenth year, made several 
speeches in the interest ofthe fund, At Fanuel 
hall, in Boston; he spoke with Edward Everett 
and other distinguished speakers, several thon- 
sand dollars beiog raised at the meeting. At the 
close of the war, Alf and Bob entere. the prepara- 
tory Cadet school at Pennington, N.J., Cvlonel 
Taylor returning home with the others of his fam- 
ily, and being reeiected to congress in 185).. He 
was Indian commissioner under President John- 
£0n, from ‘67 to ’69, and from "65 to ‘69, lived with 
his family in Washington. 
IMPEACHMENT OF ANDREW JOIUNSON, 

It is said that on the treatment of Andrew John. 
son by the republican party, depended to great 
extent the conversion of many republicans of 
Kast Tennessee to the democratic party. Among 
them were several members of the Taylor family. 
Bob was then a boy not yet eighteen years old, but 
he became greatly impressed with the wrong that 
the president was being made tosuffer. Colonel 
Taylor had been since the war a staunch friend of 
the president, the union sentiment of the latter 


having drawn him into the same party 
which before he had antagonized. On 
leaving public life and returning 


to his home he settled down with his family with 
the purpose of abandoning politics, but the old 
spirit reasserted itself, and in 1870 he was again in 
the congressional contest, this time, however, be- 
ing defeated by ° 

RODERICK RANDOM BUTLER, 
a cunning repuclican, who will be heard from 
again in the course of our story. This was the 
close of the political activity of Colonel Taylor, 
who has since lived in the quiet enjoyment of his 
ripening years as faithful to his republican ideas 
as ever, a8 true to the union as was ever the sturdy 
heart of a Green Mountaineer, and deriving great 
delight from the fact that in this the whole south 
is now united and with him. 

WHY BOB BECAME A DEMOCRAT. 

On the return of the Taylor family from Wash- 
ington, East Tennessee was found to bein a state 
of indignation over the treatment of its president 
by the republican congress. The oldest of the 
Taylor boys, Jim, six years older than Bob, had 
already cut his republican moorings and had 
drifted into the democratic ranks, On the defeat 
of his father in '70 by Butler, Bob, who had never 
become a strict adherent to either party, found his 
sympathy turning to the democrat. The Johnson 
impeachment had dissatisfied him, and the de- 
feat of his father, whose brilliant record 
he thought deserved better indorsement at the 
hands of the republicans of his district, embit- 
tered him. Then before him was the magnificent 
democratic record of his distinguished uncle, 
Laudon C, Hayne, whom he learned to admire 
from his earliest childhood. 

At any rate he left the paternal homestead in 
his twentieth year, democratically indorsed, and 
went ito Jefferson, the county seat of Washington, 
the adjoining county, to study law. Admitted to 
the bar before he wasof age he at once entered 
politics and soon became the democratic leader 
of the district, which, however, was 
republican by a majority nearly 4,000 

Alf, the older brother, always clung to the re- 
publican faith of his father’s and left home in his 
young manhood to begin*where his father had left 
off in the maintenance of the republican strength 
of the district. He too, settled in Washingten 
county, and, was soon elected tofjhe state legisla- 


ture. 
In 1876 there was a general demand for the use 


of Alf. Tayloy’s ‘mame for congress from the first 
district. which was then represented by the same 
Roderick Random Butler, who had defeated his 
father in 1870. Butler did net then seek 
re-election, but gave his support to A. H., 
Pettibone, a leading republican of Greenviile. The 
contest forthe nomination between Alf. T¥lor 
and Pett.bone was a very} heated one. Taylor 
bad the people and Pettibone the politicians. In 
the convention Pettibone was victorious by one 
yote, and, though there was great indignation 
amovg the republicans anda general desire for 
Taylor to enter the race independently, his party 
fealty restrained him and he quietly accepted the 


result. 
PUNISHED BY HIS BROTHER. 


To Bob Taylor was relegated the task of punish: 
ing Pettibone and rebuking the methods by which 
he had been nominated. Though the district was 
strongly republican, the democrats believed that 
under the circumstances a successful fight might 
be made. Who should lead it? 

Bob Taylor, of course, for he was not only the 
strongest democrat in the district, but would at the 
same time command a heavy republican vote from 
the large element who were sore over the defeat of 
Alf, ard would not vote forthe nominee. So Bob 
was nominated, and began oue of the most famous 
campaigns in the political history of Tennessee. 
He was only twenty-five years old, and had for a 
competitor an old politician of established repu- 
tation. To every town and hamietin the district 
they went, and the old politician soon found that 
the democrats had given him a bigger bite than 
he ,could handle. Bob's campaign progressed 
famouely. (It was in this contest that he carried 
his {fiddle into the mountain wilderness 
ofthe district and played himself intothe hearts 
of the voters. 

“Many a day.” said he, ‘‘I] have traveled all day 
in making my points, and then at night ridden a 
dozen milesto some dancein the mountains, I 
don’t know whether it was meor the fiddle that 
did it, but I knew that I was going to down my op- 


ponent, and I cid it.” 
It was one of the most wonderful races on record. 


Bob Taylor had reversed a republican majority o 
almost 4,000 by a majority for himself of nearly a 
thousand. The Alf. Taylor republicans of the dis- 
trict had been avenged, thoughAlf Taylor himself 
took no part in the split, and in 
a few slhiort weeks Bob Taylor had become famous 
throughout the state. 

In his two years in congress lie made a splendid 
record, which, however, was too intentely denio- 
cratic for his strong republican constituency. Con- 
cequently, when Pettibone tried him again in 
1878 and 1880, he succeeded in defeating him, 
though with greatly lessened republican majori- 
ties. 

In 1882 Bob was the candidate of the democracy 
of East Tennessee for goveraor, for which Bate, the 
present executive, was nominated, In 1554 he was 
one of the electors for the state at large for Cleve- 
land and Hendricks, and stumped the state from 
the mountains to its western river boundary. 
He was appointed by the president to be 
pension commissioner with head«uarters in Kaox. 
ville and held this position when nominated fo: 


overnor. | 
. THE REPUBLICAN BING. 


The great boss of the republican party in Ten- 
nessee 1s Congressmen Houk, of the second dis- 
trict, who lives in Knoxville. Roderick Randorn 
Butler and Pettibone form the other two of the re- 
publican triumvirate which controls *the republi- 
can machinery of the state. Now it is said that 
none of this glorious triumvirate loves Alf Taylor 
as one republican brother should love another. 
Pettibone and Butler are jealous of his hold on the 
republicans of their district and Houk is against 
him through sympathy. It is true that Pettibone 
hates Butler worse than the devil and vice 
versa, but they are both willing to bury their mu- 
tuai animosity in antagonism to Alf. Taylor. 

There are many who think that the nomination 
of Alf Taylor meant more or less than the mere 
honor of the party. It was generally conceded in 
the state that the democratic nominee, whoever 
he may be, would enter the race with every prob- 
ability of success, and the republican nominee 
would have to bear the odium of defeat. Alf Tay- 
lor was a continual menace to Butler aud Pettibone 
in the first district. Why not nominate him for 
governer, anc let him bear the burden of the de- 
feat: it will hurt him in his district and wilt help 
us’? Bo reasoned the triumvirate, for Hook was in 
the business, heart and soul, 

Now this will be a new story to many, Or ¢ has 
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atleastiry Chreumtantial evideuce. After Alf 
Taylor was nominated, it wasthe purpose of the 
ting to retire bim, aut simply bold him tn reserve 
tobearfhe bruntof the defeat when it shonid 
come. In the meantime, they wanted to get for 
themselves all the adyantage that could be gained 
inthe campaign. Consequently, they advise Alf 
that it will never do for him to appear in jotnt 
discussion against his brother, as in the first place, 
it would te indelicate, They recommend that he 
should transfer the conduct of the campaign to 
Bors Houk, who would meet his brother io joint 
discussion. Bo certain was Houk that this would 
be accepted that he had arranged for another 
speaker to represent him in his campaign inthe 
second district while he wes out in the state “rep- 
resenting’ Alf Taylor. The announcement was 
even put in type for publicationin the Kuoxville 
Journal, but it never appesred. Alf Taylor broke 
the slate by refusing to become a party to the nice 
littie scheme to injure himself and benefit jhis 
rivals, and notified the triumvirate that he ‘would 
tote his own skillet,”” which he has since done 
with much credit to himself. 
WHAT IT MEANS, 

The present campaign is being conducted more 
with an eye to the futore than the present. Both 
candidates deny this, but neverthelessitisso. If 
Bob Taylor sustains the democratic standard of 
the state, and he will do it,no power on earth 
can prevent his election to the United States sen- 
ate next tpring to sueceed Senator Whitthorne, 
who is filling the unexptred term of Senator Jack- 
sop, and who has been nominated for the house. 
Bob koows this,and his friends know it, and 
every indication points to this course. 

As to Alf, his race is acting as a boomerang to 
the men that schemed his downfall. He has 
strengthened himself wonderfully with his party, 
and is growing strongerevery day. Houk foresaw 
this when he undertook to get Alf’s conseut to al- 
low him to conduct the campaign. Now, if Alf 
holds the republican vote of the state to the usual 
figure, he will almost certainly be 
the next congressman from the first district, and 
he is aware of this fact. Pettibone has retired, for 
a time at least, and Roderick Random Butler has 
been recently again nominated. The democrats 
have put against him Judge Rose, of Manchester, 
and notwithstanding the fact that he has a re- 
publican majority of 4,000 to overcome, it certain- 
lyfappears that the vulnerable record of hisfoppo- 
nent would give him great assistance in doing so. 
Butler is the most appaling picture of political 
treachery and wickedness injiTennessee. He is 
the same high handed old political demagogue 
who .screnely straddled the neck 
of his people and bartered his 
own influence, and the good name of his con 
stituents, by selling his West Point cadetship while 
in congress, outside even of his state. His expul- 
sion was recommended by a committee, of which 
both Garfield and Logan were members. Notwith- 
Standing this ana other acts of the same kind of 
which he has been guilty, he has since been one of 
the leaders in the state, and is now again the 
nominee of the republicans forthe seat in congre 
which he has already disgraced. If elected, how 
ever, his career must be but brief, for Alf Taylor 
will be the next congressman from that district. 

TRIBULATION OVER THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

The democratic politicians of the state are 
in 4 state of great tribulation over 
Bob’s prospects of becoming the next senator. 
It means that the speaker of the next state senate 
will succeed him as governor, in the event of his 
promotion to the senate. Consequently all theold 
political rats in the state are running out of their 
holes after the speakership cheese. It is said that 
the next state senate of Tennessee will be the 
best since the war, on account of the large num- 
berof distinguished aspirants for the speaker- 
ship—the most prominent politicians of almost 
every district. and in almost every instance they 
are inspired by the desire to be Bob Taylor’s suc. 
cessor, 

ISSU ES OF THE CAMPAIGN, 

“There are but two issues between us in this 
campaign,’ said bob, as hesat with Alf in the 
smoking car ofthe passenger on the little branch 
road leading from Tullahoma to McMinnville. 
“We agree on the convict question, both being op- 
posed to farming them out. The platforms of both 
parties favor the submission, by the legislature, of 
the prohibition question tothe people ofthe state. 
The railroad question is a dead issue. Our poiats 
of difference are the tariff and the Blair educa- 
tional bill. Alf isa strong protectionist and is 
urgent in his advocacy of the Blair bill. Iam op- 
posed tothe latter, and as to the tariff I favorouly 
such a tax as will meet the legitimate exnenses of 
the govornment. Beyond this I think our high 
protection revenue a gross extortion, and the 
tariff laws under which it is collected a relic of 
war legislation which should be strongly modi- 
fied.”’ 

“You see,’’ said Alf, “he is opposed to national 
aid to education.” 

“T am not,’’ said Bob, “but 1 am opposed to the 
people being taxed any more than they now are 
forit. National aid to education could be as well 
rendered by sellingsome or the public lands; and 
I am in favor of this, forthe democrats have re- 
deemed millions of dollars worth that the repub- 
licans had stolen or illegally given away.’’ 

‘*Yes,’’ said Alf, ‘“‘you are in favor of educating 
children by selling their estate.’’ 

Thus the controversy continued in a pleasant 
way, each laughing and joking with the other, un- 
til McMinnville was reached, when several thous- 
and people met the brothers, and amid the enthu- 
siastic cheers of the multitude bore them to the 
forum in which they were tospeak. The speeches 
were elaborations of the arguments presented 
above, each speaker, however, abusing to the full 
extent of his ability the party of the other. 

THE OLD HOMESTEAD. 

I left the brothers at McMinnville Thursday 
evening and turned back to Chattanooga, distant 
about a hundred and fifty miles. From there my 
destination was Johnson City, awayin the north- 
eastern corner of the state, on the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad. A full night’s run 
and the gray dawn of the morning breaks over the 
towering peaks surrounding, and day gently 
steals down the mountain sides. The heavy morn- 
ing mist rises from the valleys, and being dispelled 
by the first rays of the sun, poises in fragmentary 
clusters around the mountain sides and vanishes 
The verdant bosom of the earth glistens with its 
jewels of dew and the atmosphere itself seems in- 
vigorated and refreshed with the grandeur of this 
morning Mountain scene. 


About the first person with whom 
I met at Johnson City was Mr. 
Nat Taylor, Jr., & younger brother ot 


Alf and Bob, who wesin the city on business for 
his father. He bore a striking resemblanceto Bob, 
and was not unlike Alf, and possesses that charac- 
teristic of them both which makes him friends 
wherever he goes. Before eight o'clock we were 


. on our wag to the old Taylor homestead, in Carter 


county, but only cight miles distant from Johnson 
City, Itissituated almost directly on the little 
thirty-five mile narrow gauge from Johnson City 
to Cranberry, N. C., and in the center of one of the 
most beautiful valleys on earth. The old home 
rests at the foot of a winding lane leading fron 
the station, and on the banks of the beautiful 
Watanuka, made celebrated by the famous descrip- 
tion of Laudon ©. Hayne. A magnificent growth 
of forest giants almost hides the unostentatious 
littie homestead. A more beautiful and retired 
spot could not have been chosen for human habi- 
tation. Even the beautiful little river seems to be 
in love with the scene, for it panses in its dancing 


course $brovgh the mountaias, and for a distance 
of tra! hundred vards is as calm 
and tnlet as the peaceful waters 


of amountain lake. Its surface appears to glide 
ope way avy then another and, after seemingly 
epioying tbe vision of nature’s loveliness, it sud- 
denly starts agein in its rugged run to the Missis- 
sippl. 

The house is a little white frame structure and 
bears weil its years. There are several rooms on 
the fret Moor. and in a little garret attachment 
above are two more. I was rushed in the cozy 
little parlor by the younger Mr, Taylor, who wemt 
for his mother and father.

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EL COYOTE KILLED. 


His Band Surprised and Several of Them 
Killed, 

LAMPASSAS, September 1s5.—Captain Jose 
Maria Herrara and seventy men of the Tenth 
cavalry surrounded El Coyote and thirty of 
his band yesterday, while enjoying an after- 
ternoon nap, at Santa Domingo ranch. Horses 
were staked out, guns stacked and the bandits 
had their shoes off, when the soldiers quietly 
approached with drawn swords, and began the 
wo1k of extermination. The bandits were 
taken by surprise, but made a desperate hand- 
to-hand fight, and twenty of them fought their 
way through the ranks of thetroops. Eight 
were killed and three wounded. Among the 
killed are Colonel Juan Rodriquez Mattinez, 
better known as El Coyote, Captain Manuer 
Perez Veta and Lieutenant Paulino Chaverez. 
The troops lost one killed and one woanded. It 
isa matter of general surprise that the wily 
Coyote, who so long has n a terror on the 
border, should have been caught napping. 
When the troops closed in on the slumbering 
bandits El Coyote was the first to awaken. He 
fought like a demon, and tried to rally his 
men, but his herculean form went down, 
pierced by a dozen sabers, amidst the exultant 
yells of the victorious troopers. The bodies of 
the eight bandits were buried where they fell.

P. J. Cline is another example of wha’ has 
been done in Milledgevillé He came here a 
poor boy from Ireland. He subsequently be- 
came a partner in the firm of Treanor & Cline, 
He is now in business for himself, and cannot 
be worth less than 350,000. 
The present mayor, Mr. Sam Walker, came 
here a poor boy, and finally worked into the 
grocery business.

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drop in iron might paralyze one of her neigh- 
bors, or a glut in cotton goods seriously im- 
pede another, but amid a depression in both 
of these, the rat-a-pat and the hum of her 
little shops and factories would keep up the 
music of prosperity. 

Our small industries are at once our glory 
andour strength. The small shop with its 
clear headed proprietor close to the bench or 
forge, and its dozen or so of workmen in 
quick sympathy and comradeship—this is 
the tyre of Atlanta’s prosperity and the 
motor in her progress. It is these that es- 
cape the storm that topples huge mills, and 
amid the disturbance of labor or trade, keep 
their fires lit and their men at work. Atlanta 
should stand by her shops. #er factories 
and the mills are comparatively independ- 
ent. She should multiply her shops, and 
the larger industries will follow. We print 
this morning short talks with some of our 
manufacturers, that give an idea of the drift 
of the patronage they receive. Let us all 
read, study and profit by what they have to 
say. 

The Manufacturers’ association is earnest- 
ly at work and will be able toreport progress 
very soon. In the meantime, the determi- 
nation to give home made goods the prefer- 
ence every where and all the time will more 
than begin the work the association has un- 
dertaken. 


The Technological School. 

We all agree that the establishment and 
maintenance of the technological school is 
the most important educational experiment 
Georgia bas made in the past twenty years. 

It is essential, therefore, that no mistake 
should be made by the trustees of this school. 
An error that might be corrected in an és- 
tablished enterprise would be fatal in this. 
The matter of location presents the only is- 
sue that is open justnow. This shonld be 
setiled only after the fullest investigation, 
and then in perfectly impartial spirit. 


‘Castlereagh's Hated Name.” 
The marquis of Londonderry arrived in 
Dublin yesterday to assume the oflice of 
lord lieutenant. His reception was cold. 
The Dublin papers reminded the people that 
he bore ‘‘Castlereagh’s hated name,’ and 
no genuine Irishman is likely to forget it. 
The present administration could not have 
hit upon anything more galling to Ireland 
than this appointment. The name of Cas- 
tlereagh, marquis of Londonderry, is linked 
with some of the worst grievances of the 
Irish people. As chief secretary for Ireland 
Castlereagh suspended the writ of habeas 
corpus, crushed out free speech, filled the 
Jand with spies and informers, and encour- 
aged a brutal soldiery in their outrages upon 
the helpless inhabitants. This man was 
hated in England as wellasin Ireland. The 
weight of bis infamy seemed to oppress him, 
and he sought oblivion in self-murder. At 
his funeral the people watched the pageant 
in sullen silence, but when the procession 
entered Westminster abbey, they made the 
welkin rivg with their shouts of rejoicing. 
Now, after nearly a century, another Lon- 
donderry is sent by an unfriendly adminis- 
tration to rule over Ireland. He will be as 
bitterly bated as his old time predecessor. 
Perhaps he will follow his example, and go 
off and cut his throat. 


The Technological School. logical 

We are about to establish a techno 
school. With tbis begins the most important 
educational experiment tried in Georgia in 
the past twenty years. A mistake will spoil 
the experiment. That would set back the 
cause of practical education in Georgia for a 
generation. To open the discussion through 
which elone a mistake can be surely avoided, 
we ofler some suggestions as to the location 
of ibe school. 

The great need of the school will be stu- 
dents. Technical education is of slow 
growth. Evenin New England, where the 
population is dease, and where manufactur- 
ing is the chief, and almost the only pur- 
suit, the half dozen technological schools 
bave only moderate attendance. In Georgia, 
a largely purely agricultural state, with 
sparse population and undefined notions as 
to what a technological education really is, 
it wiJl bedifiicult to get enough students 
to make the school worth sustaining. The 
New England schools depend largely on 
local patronage for support. The Worcester 
school, it is said, finds its largest support in 
the young boys of that busy city who begin 
in the apprenticeship department, and are 
thus induced to take the latter course. No 
city would give the Georgia school anything 
like the local patronage it would receive in 
Atlanta. This city has five or six times the 
population, and even more times the manu- 
factures of any city applying for the school. 
It is enthusiastic on the subject of practical 
education, and would undoabtedly do more 
to sustain the school than any city -in the 
state. 

We do not believe the school could get 
apy advantage from being attached to the 
State university. The university would 
unquestionably overshadow it. Wherever 
a classical education is put alongside an in- 
dustrial education, the latter will be snubb- 
ed by the former, and its students forced to 
feel a sense of inferiority. The $293,000 of 
the agricultural land scrip fand went to 
Athens in the hope that the two educations 
might go band in hand. But, after a big 
start with the agricultural department, the 
‘fage,’’ as they were derisively called, grew 
fewer and fewer, until last session there was 
but one agricultural student in the univer- 
sity. As it might be said that his education 
cost $17,000 a year, and it is well to know 
that he isa very level-headed fellow. 

We can see no reason to doubt that the 
technological schoo] would be wiped out if 
it were merged with the university just as 
the agricultural school has been. In Ala- 
bama the land scrip fund was kept separate 
avda new college established. It is in 
charge of Professor Leroy brown, and is 
echieving a remarkable success. 

We do not urge these views in hostility 
to Athens or the university. We have spec- 
ial reasons for being triendly to both, [t is 
doubtiul, however, if grafting the teciuao- 
logical school on the university wontd help 
either Athens or the university. We feel 
sure the vse of the agricultural fund has not 
done £0, except that it bas helped to equip 
the university. There are fewer students 
there now, we believe, inspite of the fact 
that inition is free, that 25 or 30 boys are 
sustained there by Governor Brown's dona- 
tion, and thatthe agricultural department 
has been added. 

Our interest in the school is greater than 
our intezest in ita location. We believe it 
ought to be put in Atlanta, We believe At- 
lanta cen and will offer inducements enpe- 
rior to thoee offered by any other city, But 


wl erever it goes, all Georgians should unite 
in making it a grand and permanent success.

ing for themselves and want the best. I have 
furnished Governor Colquitt, Captain W. D. 
Giant, Mr. W. S. Bell, P. J. Fallon, G. O. Wil-’ 
liams & Bros., J. W. Culpepper, Mr. Cooledge, 
and Mr, Akers, of this city, with mantles, etc , 
but most of my trade is out of Atlanta. My 
principal points are Jacksonville, Fla., Chat- 
tanooga and Birmingham.” 

Mr. J. P. Northrop, who manufactures gents’ 
fine shirts, said: 

“I have been makiag shirts here only about 
eighteen months, and in that time my trade 
bas more than doubled itscif.”’

BOUND FOR FORT MARION. 


The Captive Indians Pass Through Bir- 
mingham., 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 15,—[Special.] 
Two thousand persons gathered at the depot 
today to see the Indians en route to Florida. 
There are two sections on the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad of five coaches and a baz- 
gage careach. Lieutenant-Colonel Wade, the 
commanding officer, said: 

“There are three bhu.dred and eighty-one 
Indians and eighty-four soldiers. The prin- 
cipal features are Chiefs Jose Bachehly, Besth- 
nay, Zile and Cheva, beside others, The [n- 
diansare from the trib. s of Chenchae and Warm 
Spring, whe are the families of the ones who 
bave been on the war path, There are thirty 
bucks and the balance women and children, 
who have been on the reservation, while the 
bloody raidsand fights were being carried on. 
We left Fort Apache the %th and took the 
:ailroad at Holbrook, Arizova, the l4th. We 
cameon by the St. Louis thence down the 
Louisville and Nashville road to Birmingham 
en route to St, Augustine, Fia., where the [n- 
dians will be confined in Fort Marion, 
Fiorida. Oflicers who are under orders 
with the trip are Captain Dickey, 
of Compavy FE, Twenty-second Infantry; Uap- 
tain Wort. of the Lighth infantry; Lieutenant 
Jone: ofthe Twenty second infan*ry; Lieut. 
‘Tenvell, of the Ninth infantry; Lieatenant 
McWinn, ofths First ¢-ya'ry. Company K; 
Lie itenant Patton, of the Twenty second in- 
taniry, Company EF, and Lieutenant Critten- 
don, of the LKigbth calvary.’”’ The cars pre- 
sentcd a strange sight as the Indians, lying 
stretcbed on the seats and floor, half nude and 
with scant clothing. They were quiet, and 
seemed amused at the whites who watched 
them, There were native costumes with war- 
paint. All were well, and appeared uncon- 
cein:d as to ther fate. The t-aias waited a 
few winutes in the city before going south.

What Colonel A.-E. Buck Says About the 
New Movement. 


_ The meeting of the anti-saloon republicans 
in Chicago, on the 16th instant, attracted con- 
siderable attention in Atlanta, owing to the 
fact that Colonel A. E. Buck, clerk of the 
United States circuit court, was elected a 
member of the national executive committee, 

Colonel Buck did not attend the meeting, 
his official duties detaining him at home. A 
CONSTITUTION reporter asked him, yesterday, 
if the anti-saloon republicans intended to 
organize a new party. 

“No, sir,” Colonel Buck replied, “they do 
not. Some time ago, I had a talk on the 
subject with Senator Frye. I to!d him that I 
favored the movement of the anti saloon re- 
publicans, provided they were willing 
to contend for their principles 
inside of the party. He said that there was 
no intention to organize a new party. I then 
told bim that I would co-operate,”’ 

“Are the anti-saloon republicans prohibi- 
tionists in disguise?’ 

“By no means. They are opposed to the 
saloons. It is their purpose to induce the re- 
publican party to commit itself to temperance 
in all sections of the country. They believe 
that the sale of liquor under proper circum- 
stances is not inconsistent with the cause of 
temperance. They aim to close the low grog- 
geries all over the country.” 

“Isn’t there danger that the anti-saloon re- 
publicans may develop into bolters?” 

“I don’t think so. Their platform declares 
positively that they intend to work strictly 
within party lines, and to discourage all bolt- 
ing and third party mevements.” 

There are other republicans in Atlanta who 
believe that the movement instituted by the 
anti-saloon republicans will result in great 
injory to the republican party.

THIS WONDERFUL cow 

belonged to Mr. Shoemaker, of Baltimore. Having 
observed the remarkable quantity and richness of 
her milk, he resolved to put her to an official test, 
which was accordingly had in February, 1885, The 
test was witnessed by hundreds of persons, and 
had = the strictest enforcement of the 
rules of the American Jersey Cattle 
club. During those seven days, 
Princess 24 gave 500 Ibs of milk, from which was 
preduced 16 hs 12 oz of butter, or about 544 gallons 
of milk and ¢', lbs of butter per day, less than one 
gailon of her milk producing a pound of butter, 
Afier this test placed her at the head of the list of 
cows, $90,000 was offered for her and refused, Her 
Lull calf brought $15 000. During the training for 
this test Princess 2d was fed enormously, and soon 
afier her :ecord was made she accidentally got toa 
meal bin and ate herself to death This was the 
end of the celebrated aunt of Romp’s Tormentor. 

The other men.ber of this trio on ‘Ingleside 
faim is Gilded Fawn, 12170, just three years’ 
old. hen father, Gilceroy, 2107, was perhaps, the 
subject of more comment among Jersey breeders 
than any Othcr bullin this country, on account 
of his faulticss form and individual excellence, 
and Gilded Fawn inherits his rich qualities. 

The faim isa mode), Mr. Gettys has given his 
mersonal tupervision to cyerything, and while he 
bas been accumulating a herd of eighty beautiful 
Jerseys has constantly increased the value of his 
farm by a proper rotation of crops and systematic 
fertilization. 

‘The herd is cen to best advantage in the after- 
noon—about milking time. About half past four 
thirty cows were brought in fromthe pasture to 
the siable tobe milked. It wasa beautiful sight 
when they fled up the green slope into the barn- 
yaza, They were perfect types of animal intelli 
gerce, grece, beauty and gentlenass. 

They marched into the stab.e ou the first invi- 
tation, every cow going with military regularity 
to her owy stall where her evening meal awaited 
her, Asthcy reached down to partake of it their 
necks are securely but comfortably made fast in 
patent stanchions, which are nothing but two up- 
right poles that work ona pivot at the bottom to 
give the cow’s heed free motion. Thus fastened 
they remsin until next morning perfectly 
contented and comfortable. As they stood 
thus fastened inio line with their fine heads pre- 
sented to inspection, it required no knowledge of 
the science of Jersey farming to appreciate their 
beauty. Their soft, silken hair, their delicate 
limbs and graceful poses, above all their noble 
heeds ard splendid eyes proclaimed <the aristo: 
erats ofthe animal kingdom. 

For some reason, one of the handsomest young 
cows had been dieted, and while her companions 
were enjoying their supper she had an empty 
trough before her. The pleading, injured look in 
her big, tender €yes was enough to move any 
heart; it was almost human inits expression, and 
I'believe Iremember it more vividly than any 
incident of my visit. 

While the cows ate they were milked by two 
Stout men whose’ fingers plied the tender teats 
with remarkable definess and robbed the full ud- 
ders of their foaming treasure, Outside twelve or 
fifteen calves were devouring their abundant sup- 
ply of skim milk, and in a distant meadow twenty 
heifers were contentedly seeking their evening 
mea). jhe milk from the thirty 
Cows is carried to the dairy at the foot of the hilf 
that slopes down from the stable... L’ Allegro, sleek 
and proud, stands likea defiant sentinel a few feet 
away. Nature seemsto have designed the place 
foradairy. The building fits into a cove, the hills 
on either side rising steeply up above its roof. A 
luxuriant growth of oak and willow embowers the 
scene, and keeps it cool from the glare of day: 
From the bottom of the rocky basin a thousand 
littie bubbiing springs give forth their incessant 
low. Thecold wster bursts clear as crystal from 
its meny Fources and fills a little lake about sixty 
feet long by forty fect wide. Its temperature all 
the year round is 58 degrees, colderthan water can 
often be had from wells. Jt flows 
in a big, bold stream over the dam and is there 
utilized toturn a water wheel which gives the 
power for the big whirling barrel churn. Into this 
barrel from fifteen to! twenty gallons of cream are 
psacced. The dai:yman slips the belt on the wheel 
and it begins to tumble over and over. He has no 
further trouble until about forty minutes later 
wien a peep into a small glass wiudow in this 
churp shows that the butter is ready. It is taken 
in hend by the dairymaid, worked and moulded 
into

weighing a pound each, and stamped with the in- 
itials of the farm,I. F. Each of these bricksi 
wrapped in dairy cloth and placed ina refrigera- 
tor kept cold by the flow of the big spring which 
courses through tle dairy, Two hundred 
pcunds of this gilt edge butter 
is shipped every week to Atlanta, most of it to the 
Kimball house. Itissold at fancy prices; such 
butter will always sell at fancy prices. Mr. (iect- 
tyS could easily dispose of five hundred poundia 
week at the same figure and he intends-to double 
the cspacity of bis dairy. To sit in an easy chair 
on a platform over that lake; shaded by the rich 
growth of its banks, to listen to the musical splash 
of itssilver food on the rocks beneath the dam, 
with a pitcher of Jersey milk by your side, is to 
epjoy aboutas happy a combination of circum- 
st¢énces as can be gotten together. Ido not think 
therecould be a worthier ambition than to be 
the posscesor of such a place. 

Among the cows which contribute to the wealth 
ofthis dairy tre several with a recordofm r: 
ihau seventeen pounds of butter a week. Two 
heifers of this herd, whose combined 
weight was only 1,500 lbs.. produzed to 
gether 29 lbs. of butier in seven days. Bessie 
Sirene,ove ofthe best of the herd, when she 
reached the age of three years and nine months 
was the proud mother ofthree heifersand grand: 
mother of one. Bessie had no, 
wasted her time. One of Mr. Get- 
tys’ favorite cows is Quaker Lady, imported, 
which be boughtat asalein Philadelphia. One 
ofthe heifers bred on this farm whenonly tour 
months old was sold at auction for 25, and sey- 
eral bave brought as bigh as $500.

who @re unable to pay £0 much, The Jersey is no 
longer the rich man’s pet and luxury; she has be- 
come in a practical sense 

THE POOR MAN’S FRIEND, 

There isno reason why her benefits should no! 
be epjoyed by any one whocan keep a cow atall, 
As Mr. Gettys says: “Onething iscertain. No- 
body can afford to keep a poor cow.’’ While ani- 
mais ofexceptional perfection will always com- 
mazda fancy prices, the beneficent results of in 
lelligent Jersey breeding can be enjoyed in some 
degree by all. Wherever there is a herd, grade 
cows ere becoming common. They partake 
largely of the richness of the Jersey breed, ani 
can be had at prices within the reach of anybody 
who can keepacow. Wherever the Jersey blood 
goesitcérries its peculiar butter inaking proper- 
tier, giving a great increase in quantity and a still 
more decided improvement in the quality of 
but'er, 

‘The tpeculative value of Jerseys induced many 
perscnsto undertaketo breedthem. That, likeal! 
speculative ventures, often proved a failure and 
ciscoureged those who bad covceived that the 
breed lay in such efforts, A few 
such as those of lrineess 21, 
dameged the real Jersey interests by set-

ADAPTED TO THE SOUTH 
by reason of its mild climate and the nature of its 
lexds, end the south more than any other part of 
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‘thie country is practically interested in Jeraty 


breeding. As the population incrdases 
and the condition of the people improves the 
demand for good butter grows. The Jersey offers 
the solution of the problem. Last year when 
Masena, 25,752, showed atest of 902 pounds anid 
three ounces for one year and fifteen days she 
eclipsed all previous records, but since that Land- 
seer’s Fancy, 2876, owned by Mr, W. J. Webster, 
or Columbia, Tenn., has produced in one year the 
enormous quantity of 986 pounds 14% ounces! 
In another test she produced an ayerage 
of three pounds of butter from two gallons 
of milk. Nesrly one thousand Jerseys have mais 
a record of over fourteen pounds of butter a week. 
DOES IT PAY 

to breed Jerseys inthe south’? It does unquestion- 
ably, if it is intelligently attempted and faithfully 
followed out. Mr. Gettys says that a good herd 
can be depended on for an average of three hun- 
died pounds of butter a year to each cow, while a 
big Average for scrub cows is one hundred ani 
fifty pounds of inferior quality. The three hun- 
Cred pounas of Jersey butter is worth on a farm 
distant from the market $100; in proximity toa 
city it would be worth perhaps $150. Put it at 
$100, and allow 0a year for the kep of the cow 
(which is above what it costs on any tarm in the 
sovth),and from the butter product alone you 
have a profit of $60. The increase of the herd, 
with the natural chances as to sex, will average 
$50 to each cow, making a clean $100 net tothe 
cow, without allowing anything for the butter. 
milk, which can be sold, if near the market, or in 
the country can be used as feed for pigs. 

’ In the opivion of Mr. Gettys, the use of ensilage 
is bound to have a very important effect on Jersey 
breeding in the south. Itsolyes the question of 
cheap and wholesome winter food for cattle. En- 
silage and the invention of the cream separator 
are, he thinks, the two most important of recent 
events toJersey breeders. The cream separator 
takes the cream directly from the cow and separ- 
ates the cream. It not only expedites the method 
of butter. making, but also increases the yield. Mr. 
Gettys has always had aremarkably healthy herd. 
He says thereis no question that the climate of 
Tennestee or! Georgia is admirably adapted to 
Jersey breeding. His own farm has proven stead- 
ily profitable, and he is sure that the business can 
be made to pay anywhere in the south if properly 
managed. The multiplication of grade cows, as 
the common dairy cow ofthe country, he consid- 
ers ore of the most practical benefits of Jersey 
breeding. This business has, from the 
start in this country, been conducted 
principally by men who studied it devotedly and 
perpetuated the best strains of blood, With the 
thorough organization they now have, state and 
national, with a weekly journal devoted 
especially to the Jersey interest, with the fre- 
quent interchavge of opinions and the accuaiu. 
lated resnits of experience, they are better pre- 
pared than ever for the task of improving not 
alone the breed of Jerseys in this country, but the 
dairy cows of the people generally. ‘ 

The idéa that Jerseys are smail milkers is 
bared on ignorance. It was never claimed that 
they are the largest milkers, though there are some 
great milkers for them,:as for instance, that 0; 
Ida of St. Lambert’s, eight gallons a day. One 
great point in favor of the Jersey is her persistent 
holding out in her milk from year to year aud 
from calf to calf, and this is so marked a tuperior- 
ity of hers that it isdoubted if the yearly milk yield 
of the average herd of any other cattle is greater 
than that of the average of good Jersey cows. In 
comparison with the number of other cows there 
are still very few Jerseys in the United States. The 
total number of milk cows in this country is about 
twelve millions, or one to about every 

five 01 our population. There are 
in the UnitedStates only about thirty-six thousand 
Jerseys of breeding age, nine thousand males and 
twenty thousand females, So there is but one Jer- 
sey in every four hundred and fifty of our dairy 
cows, and one Jersey cow to every twenty-two 
hundred people, The proportionof Jersey bulls to 
dairy cows is one toevery thirteen hundred and 
thirty. There is eyidently no danger of an over- 
stock of Jerseys. It isa notable fact that in sec- 
tions where there are most Jerseys they are most 
highly esteemed. Grade cows are procured by 
those who are unable to get the thoroughbred; the 
value of the stock is rapidly improved and they 
enjoy a larger yield of butter of decidedly better 
quality. 

Tennessee the most 

gressive state business, while 
Kentucky, though largely interested 
in Jersey breeding, still bestows herchief atten- 
tion on short horns. The average price at the 
Jersey sales in Tennessee last year was over $200, 
better than any stateinthe union. The enthusi- 
asim of the men engaged in this business is re- 
markable. I found Mr. Gettys, like all the other 
breeders I ever saw, fullofthe subject, Aiter we 
had talked on it all theeveniag, at my request, I 
apologized for holding himso longona theme 
which I feared had been monotonous to him. 

“Oh, no,’’ said he. “You ought to see two Jer- 
sey breeders get together. They never go to bed at 
all,” 

Outside of the tempting rewards it offers in pecu- 
niary profits, there are few occupations so alluring 
to the amateur, or so absorbing to the professional. 
It is fortunate that while these men are pursuing 
theirown private aims and indulging their own 
tastes, the beautiful and nobie industry in which 
they are epgaged is rapidly widening its influence 
on the general comfort and welfare of the people, 
by opening the avenueto anew and profitable 
industry and by increasing the supply of pure and 
delicious food.

lent case to try the experiment of flesh trans 
plantation. In cases of this kind the patient 
generally furnishes the material, ‘but Jerry 
had not enough healthy tissue on his body to 
spare any. It being pretty hard work to finda 
human being willing to shed a pound or two 
upon general principles, the eyes of science was 
turned to the animal kingdom, where subje:ts / 
are ready to go through anything for the ben- 
efit of surgery.

The hemorrhage was ac- 
tive, but no attempt was made to contro! . it, 
The dog was placed as close as possible to the 
patien;’ ard one end of the flesh on the dog’s 
thigh was diseected up. The surgeon grasped 
this firmly, and then with a quick slash of 
the knife the entire gection was removed, and 
while it was yet quivering nervously, and bee 

fore the pulsation on the dog’s beart had 
cesged, it was fitted into the receptacle in 
Jerry’sarm. It wasagood fitand looked as 
if it telonged there, save perhaps for-the dif- 
ference in color. No time was lost in fasten- 
ing the dog’s flesh in position, and eighteen 
silver and catgut sutures were used. The 
whole upper part of the arm, after the wound 
had been dusted with chloroform, was covered 
with antiseptic gauze and bandaged tightly, 

The mechanical part of the operation was 
beautifully done. In the hurry attending the 
latter part of the operation the dog had been 
forgotten. As soon as the flesh had been taken 
from him the ether cone was removed from 
higsnout.
